Why Lee Opposed The Strike 


W 


. G. LEE, president of the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, 
has made public a letter, written Oct. 21 to a union 


chairman on a western road, which helps explain why there was 
no railway strike.- Mr. Lee had been against the strike from 
$?£ beginning-, not because he thot it wrong, but because he thot 
it inexpedient. 
"In my entire lifetime," he wrote, "I have never known a 


more unanimous feeling against us by the business and labor, 
world than irow exists." If the strike took place, he declared,, 
"we can expect a large percentage of our membership to be- 
come scabs and the remainder who participate in the strike to 
become tramps." He looked upon the quarrel as a "controversy 
desired by the railroads and encouraged and financed by the 
{ 
manufacturers' associations of this country."

From his point of view the decision of the millions not to, 


go out was a victory for them and a defeat for the reactionary , 
employers who had brot about the crisis. By this time it must 
appear in the same light to many of the union leaders who three 
weeks ago were eager for a fight to the finish. The incident is 
another reminder of the power in industrial disputes of the 
silent third party—the public. Of course, this power may be mis- 
directed, as it has been in many labor disputes (notably the 
great steel strike, in which the press did not or could not secure 
and publish the whole of the striker's case), but it cannot be 
Ignored. 
There is less excuse for ignoring public opinion in the rail- 


way industry than in any other, since the Railway Labor Board 
exists for the purpose of keeping it informed. A crisis might 
come if the board made a decision that the employes considered 
unjust. But the danger of such a happening is diminished by 
the fact that the board must itself present its findings in such a 
•way as to convince the public, as well as the interested parties, 
of their justice. 


A reactionary labor board might easily lose all influence, 


except such as it could command thru inducing reactionary 
courts to abuse the injunction power. Mr. Lee may rest assured 
that he did not expose his union to any denial of its fundamental 
rights when he opposed the strike. 


. Principle And Practice 
rpHE Hughes proposal took the world by surprise, and in the 
ML 
confusion some persons in important positions may have 


said what they really believed instead of what they thot pru- j 
dent. It was somewhat as tho the millennium, expected at some 
remote future date, had dawned without preliminary notice, and 
Mr. Hughes had exhibited a genuine live lamb lying down with 
a genuine live lion. Every one would be pleased upon waking ( 
up and discovering that the millennium had dawned, but by the ! 
morning after the millennial dawn there would be a good many 
sober second thots in the minds of people who had adjusted 
their minds and their plans to pre-millennial conditions.

'day that it would be accepted by a viva-voce vote, and that the, 
process of beating battleships into ploughshares might begin by I 
a week from Monday. Both England and Japan, it was immedi- 
ately apparent, would accept "in principle." But acceptance in 
principle is consistent with a wide divergence in actual pro- 
posals. There will be questions as to the method by which the 
existing naval ratios can be maintained, and perhaps also as to 
the actual significance of the existing ratios.

In giving these figures the speaker 


read from the 1921 report of the Fed- 
eral Reserve 
Banking System. He 


praised tho move of the railroad en- 
gineers in opening a b.ank of their 
own in Cleveland •which, he said, al- 
ready had brot about the consolida- 
tion of 21 capitalistic banks in that 
city into three. 


Milo Reno, State president of the 


Farmers' Union, charged that the in-

He deplored the past 
actions of both great groups of pro- 
ducers in "working for their own in- 
terests 365 days in the year and then 
voting against their own interests on 
the 366th' day." 


President Bassinctt, National Soci- 


ety of Equity, also urged joint political 
action, saying that tho farmers and 
city workers each polled 40 par cent 
of the national vote and could, if tfioy 
stood together control State and nat- 
ional politics. The representatives of 
tho faVmers assured the miners the 
people they represented were anxious 
to join frauds with the city workers.

MUSTY OLD VOLUME 


REVEALS ATROCITIES 


OF BRITISH IN 1812 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Now that 


the great diplomatic conference 
on 


the scrapping of the principle of self- 
determination and the re-assertion of 
Imperialism Is under way here, 
the 


American public la to be 
well nigh 


suffocated by the Incense burned In 
honor of the gontlo bearing of the 
white man's burden by France, Brit- 
ain, Japan and our own United States. 


At this auspicious moment 
thero 


comes to light, in a dusty corner of 
the Senate library at the Capitol, a 
musty old volume in which appears 
the official report made to tho House 
of Representatives on July 31, 1813, 
concerning Britibh atrocities 
against 


Americans in the war then in prog- 
rebs In this country. Accompanying 
tho report is some 60,000 words of 
documentary proof of the crimes al- 
leged against King George's 
white 


and red forces. 


Tho title of the first section of this 


volume, which brings at once to mind 
the Bryce report on German atrocities 
In Belgium, and other similar efforts 
to prove that war as conducted by 
some special nation or government is 
barbarous, is "The Spirit and Manner 
in Which tho War Is Waged by the 
Enemy."

oners from Indians in the

private property on Chesapeake Bay 
and in tho neighboring country. 


Eighth—Massacre and 
burning of 


American prisoners 
surrendered to 


Great Britain, by Indians in the Brit- 
ish esrvice. Abandonment of the re- 
mains of Americans killed in battle, 
or murdered after the surrender to 
the British. 
Pillage and shooting of 


American citizens and tho burning of 
their houses after surrender
